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THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


The telephone rang. It was 7:05am, Monday, July 27th. I was already awake 
writing something. It was Will C. Wood High School where I have taught sixteen 
years calling me that a weekend fire of unknown origin had burned and destroyed 
my classroom, D4. Sixteen years became smoke and ashes. Lessons, files, ditto 
masters, keepsakes, including the Franklin Mint's Norman Rockwell reprint 'The 
Collector’, and so much more were all gone. The fire and water damage were 
merciless. Little or nothing was left. 


As I walked through the ruin, the charred bits and pieces left from a part 
of my life, something came back, fresh and clear, to me, a lesson taught once to 
me over a decade earlier when someone reflected on his own tragedy and resolve. 


It was a rainy night, storm and wind. Bill had been going each night back 
and forth from Kaiser visiting his sick wife, Adie. He opened the front door and 
knew instantly that somebodies were climbing out of his back window. He had been 
robbed $25,000.00 plus, and today maybe $100,000.00 plus, of his coins and stamps. 


When Bill first told me of his tragedy, I asked how did he react. Of course, 
there were the tears, anger, and cursing, but summing-up, he said, very simply, 
"Tf the son-of-bitches who stole from me can sleep nights, so can I". 


Yes, maybe the circumstances are not the same, but fire and theft do hurt. 
Tragedy always hurts, never is forgotten, and leaves wounds that take years to 
heal. But, thanks to an old man, my first and foremost mentor in our hobby, I knew 
what had to be done: get-up, pick-up, and begin. 


Yes, sixteen years were gone, and insurance can never replace all. But, what 
is the alternative? The difference in character and maturity is when someone re- 


acts not to achievement and fortune but to adversity and lost. 


Yes, this may not have anything to do with numismatics. But, thanks to my 


first mentor in numismatics, I am better equipped to live and respond to my tragedy. 


Yes, after twenty years in organized numismatics, 1992 marks the twentieth 
that I have been involved actively in our hobby, thanks to this tragedy I have 
learned what my reward and gain, now treasured, are from those twenty years of toil 
and contribution to our hobby: it is the lessons and knowledge taught in living and 
prospering in life and times. 


Yes, this is all one could in a nutshell claim. Winnings, awards and honors, 
memories and remembrances, good times, and everything else are all nice, very nice; 
however, it is this lesson taught by a fellow coin hobbyist whose formal education 
stopped at the eighth grade but whose experience was testimony to a full life. 


In the end, one goes back to bed, sleeps, and awakes to a new day. Each day 
will have its own fate, closing with the sunset. What we do with that fate during 
those hours and how we react to either the triumph and pleasure or the defeat and 
pain remains always in our own hands. Thanks, Bill, for hing me that.
